James F. Byrnes has written "Speaking 
Frankly", an account of high ,and secret 
diplomacy during the %var years, Thousands 
of readers will doubtless welcome the oppor- 
tunity to read an authoritative but unofficial 
account of secret doings behind closed con- 
ference room doors at Yalta, Potsdam, Mos- 
cow, London, Paris and Ne\y York at the 
meetings of the big three powers. 


Mr. Byrnes' book Is in keeping with a cur- 


rent trend. Numerous Americans promin- 
ent in /public life begin writing history on 
the wing as soon as they retire.' Morgenthau, 
Farley, Ickes and Halsey are only a, few 
examples. Their motives may be various: 
the enlightenment of posterity, the settle- 
ment of grudges, or the money that can be 
made by publishing an unofficial eyewitness. 
account. 


The puzzle Is whether history written on 


the .wing is good history. If the writer is 
discreet he omits from his book the. facts 
that are still too hot to handle. If he is indis- 
creet he is likely to color his report with his 
own prejudices. It is almost impossible to be 
objective or complete at such close range to 
historic events. 


First-hand accounts nevertheless have a 


liveliness and authenticity that almost 
Invariably make good reading. More history 
Is made In a week nowadays than in a decade 
a few centuries ago. These are exciting, fate- 
ful times, and current accounts of what is 
happening enliven everyone's sense of parti- 
cipation in the heroics and tragedy of 
modern life. 
' 


The Byrnes book is on all counts one of 


the best, It is human in its personal relation 
to the events narrated, but it is told with a fac- 
tual clearness and detachment which make 
it far more valuable than most such books. 
It succeeds in clearing for the reader; many 
points previously puzzling. It may not -be 
great history, but it is certainly good 
reporting.

SWISS GALLATIN 


A great foreign-born American was com- 


memorated the other day when Secretary 
of the Treasury John W. Snyder unveiled a 
bust of Albert Gallatin at Washington. A 
Swiss by birth, Gallatin became secretary of 
tho treasury under Jefferson, and held the 
office for 13 years. This is still the record, 
though at one time Henry Morgenthau, Jr., 
looked as if he might break It. Gallatin 
originated the Ways and Means Committee of 
the House of Representatives, which gives 
the first congressional consideration to all 
revenue measures. This was only one of his 
many financial devices, which placed him 
among the leaders of this fieldi 


He also helped frame the Treaty of Ghent 


which ended the War of 1812, and served as 
minister to France and England. Neverthe- 
less, when proposed for vice president in 
1824, he was so strongly opposed because of 
his foreign blrth'.that he withdrew. (Having 
come to this country before the adoption of 
the Constitution, he could not have been 
barred from office by his birth abroad). He 
was Interested in public affairs down to his 
death in 1849!

Present were most of the top business men of the 
country. He laid it down'as axiomatic that aid "to 
Europe and China is no longer a matter of choice; 
it is a matter of self-defense against a 'Vicious 
enemy.

He said, " . .' . we have no. choice . today 


whether or not to act in this emergency. It is un- 
thinkable that after a successful war at staggering, 
cost in'blood and resources, we should now stop and 
surrender the'fruits of victory . . . " . - 


He did not even promise aid upon probable sue-' 


cess to our efforts nor upon potential value re- 
ceived. "If,",he said, "as a-mere 140 million people, 
we found ourselves.in the midst of a conquered 
world, from France to China, we should find more 
than a billion people in an armed'camp under the 
control 
of an aggressive dictatorship arrayed 


against us. In terms of dollars, such a. condition 
would cost us in national defense alone, a great deal 
more than any program of aid to.Europe and it 
.would cost us that annually for years to come. In 
terms of living standards, we should sink to a level 
not seen by-any living person in this country,; In 
terms of our liberties, I find it difficult to see how 
we could' avoid a degree 'of economic control which 
would cut the very heart out of our system." 


He then proposed a plan which would require 
the governments that receive our aid. to use the 
proceeds from sales " . . . to develop the produc- 
tive resources of the nations so as more speedily! 
to make them self-supporting. They should also be 
used to develop new productive resources out of 
which might later come the .means of at least par- 
tial return on our investment through acquiring 
important strategic materials needed in our own 
defense.". Capital goods

straight loans under ani Authority which would be 
under a genuine, bi-pantisan board, the chairman 
of which " .... .should.be an, individual of out- 
standing ability, equipped by training and exper- 
ience to' assume the enormous responsibilities, In-

Having proposed this, Dewey asked of Congress 
a clear and understandable statement of policy 
with regard to the assistance.for freedom-loving, 
countries. Then he did something wholly un-. 
anticipated. He brought China, which President 
Truman had abandoned, back into the arena, of 
American affairs. Because of this; Congress may 
demand the release of the Wedemeyer Report 
which General.Marshall has smothered in line with 
the, policy pursued by both Presidents Roosevelt 
and. Truman. The .abandonment of Chiang Kai-Shek 
by the. Truman Administration, after:his betrayal 
by Roosevelt at Yalta,'is one of the major tragedies 
in a fumbling foreign.policy. Dewey, having revived 
that issue, forces it upon his own party, in Congress 
and upon the Administration, 
' 
The practical measures in the Dewey Plan need 


to be studied and fitted into the framework of our 
capabilities. But this much is clear: as a candi- 
date he has assumed leadership in the foreign 'field; 
fitted .up .a program, and stated it 'with due ac- 
cent on its domestic implications, and has'thrown 
it as a challenge to President Truman. That was 
like a public declaration that his hat is in the ring.

U.S. Military Promulgates 


Property Recovery Decree 


Berlin, Nov. 10 .Iff1)—The U. S. 


military government promulgated 
by military decree today, over the 
objections of three German states' 
in the American zone, a restric- 
tion law enabling thousands of 
pe'rsons to recover property which 
;was wrested from 
them during 


the Hitler regime. 
•"U..SI officials said they expected 
between 
20,000 and 30,000 to 
make claims in the zone to a 
value of from 150,000,000 to 200,- 
000,000' Reichsmarks. (The Reichs- 
mark was worth 40 cents at jpre- 
war rates,, and now is worth 10 
cents at. the military "rate.) 


Gen. Lucius D. Clay, the U. S. 
military governor, issued the mili- 
tary decree after the .ministers 
president of Bavaria, Bremen and 
Wuerttembcrg-Baden rejected a 
draft law presented to them for 
approval Saturday. 
They said 


they -agreed -"in- principle" with 


• the law but could not;accept some 


'• of the conditions," such as a pro- 
vision that there would be no ex- 


I ceptions to the law in the event 
| of currency reform in Germany. 
| The state of Hesse abstained in 


i the council of states' voting. 


Similar restitution laws are in 
preparation in the British and 
French zones, American officials 
said. 
They said they 
did not 
know whether the Russians also 
planned one. 
The preamble states the law's 


purpose is "to effect to the largest 
extent possible the speed restitu- 
tion of identifiable property 
to 
persons who were wrongfully de- 
prived of such property for rea- 
sons of race, religion, nationality, 
ideology or political opposition to 
national socialism." Tho period 
covered is from January 20, 1933, 
when Hitler seized power, to May 
8, 1945, when the war ended in 
Europe;

Congress was also a Republican 
Miss Alice M. Robertson of Mus- 
kogee, Oklahoma -who also served 
one term: 1921 to 1923. 


The Senate chamber didn't hear 


the swish of a woman's skirt until 
November 1922 when Mrs'. Rebecca 
Felton was appointed by the Gov- 
ernor of Georgia to serve in place 
of Senator Thomas E. Watson, de- 
ceased. 


She attended two sessions of the 


Senate before a new Senator was 
elected,to fill the vacancy. A short 
but happy tenure of office. 


It wasn't until nearly 10 years 


later that Mrs. Hattie Caraway be- 
came the 
first woman actually 


elected to the Senate—on January 
12,1932.

Minimal TB Lesion 


With the great modern develop- 


ments in the spread of knowledge 
about pulmonary tuberculosis and 
in mass X-ray techniques for dis- 
covering cases of the Disease, pro- 
gressively more cases are being 
discovered in the early stages. It 
is therefore^ most 'important for 
everyone.to understand the signifi- 
cance of the early stage, or."mini- 
mal-lesion", as it is termed medi- 
cally, 
. • • 


The minimal lesion is the early 


stage of'tuberculosis. It can. by no 
means be^ regarded as a "light 
case" of tuberculosis. There is no 
such thing. .Tuberculosis U a slow- 
ly progressive disease. Unless the 
case 'is -given- proper treatment 
quickly, it is as Jikely to, progress 
rapidly-to a fatal end, as is a case 
discovered- in an advanced stage. 
In fact, an acute, almost explosive 
onset, and rapid progression are 
typical of the minimal lesion, in 
the experience of doctors who have 
studied many cases. . 


Tuberculosis 
in the minimal 


stage causes few 'or, no outward 
symptoms. • The' typical TB symp- 
toms such as fatigue, loss of appe- 
tite and weight, cough, expectora-. 
tion, fever, indigestion and hoarse- 
ness, which might cause a- person 
to call in a doctor, do not appear 
until the disease has advanced to a 
point where cure may be difficult, 
time-consuming and costly. . 
. Minimal lesions are usually dis- 


covered by chest X-ray—either in 
routine examination by the family 
doctor or-group surveys of appar- 
ently persons' in communities, in- 
dustrial plants, and schools, or 
when patients are .admitted to a 
hospital or'clinic for reasons other 
than tuberculosis. 


While 'these X-rays serve- to 


screen out early lesions, no dctetor 
will make a diagnosis of pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis on the basis of a 
chest X-ray alone, particularly'on 
the miniature film frequently used 
in group surveys. In the minimal 
stage^the lung involvement.is so 
small That it can barely be seen 
even by the X-ray. The' doctor will 
make many'other tests before he 
can determine whether the sha- 
dow he sees on-the X-ray plate is 
an active tuberculosis lesion. 


Any person in whom-pulmonary 


tuberculosis is .discovered in the 
early stage may consider himself 
relatively fortunate. In.most cases 
the disease can be arrested with 
minimum loss of lime. But the pa- 
tient should take no chances. He 
must not think that he can get 
well without a considerable period 
OH bed .rest under medical care, 
preferably in. a tuberculosis'hospi- 
tal or sanatorium. Because of the 
seious potentialities of the minimal 
lesion, immediate treatment is 
necessary.

Norman Perlstein of Los An- 


geles, Calif., sent me the one 
ihown today, a thirteen card prob- 
em I have never seen before. I 
lave not shown any bidding, as 
lidding Is not given in double 
dummy problems. You are sim- 
ply told that the final contract is 
seven spades by South,- West opens 
the queen of clubs, and you are 
to. make seven against any de- 
fense. The -best thing to do is to 
lay the cards out and go to work 
on the problem, Here is the solu- 
tion. 


Thecflrst five tricks" are routine. 
The opeWng lead is won with the 
king of clubs In'dummy and the 
ten of spades Is led, declarer win- 
ning with the ace. He cashes the 
king of spades and throws 
the 
nine-spot 
from 
dummy. 
Then 


the eight and seven of spades are 
cashed. 


At trick six declarer leads the 


six of spades, and West, North and 
East must make a discard. If ei- 
ther West or East discards a heart 
or B diamond, that is-the suit for 
declarer, to lead next. If West 
and East .both discard a club the 
rest it simple. Declarer will cash 
dummy's high .club and his own 
small clubs will be good, 


However; "if West discards ei- 
ther the nine of hearts or nine of 
diamonds, declarer leads the suit 
discarded, wins In' dummy with 
the ace and leads the queen of 
the suit. East Is forced to go up 
with the king, declarer trumps, 
and that establishes the five in 
dummy, 


Nowlet us say that West hangs 


onto his heart and diamonds, but 
East discards either the three of 
hearts or three of diamonds. Again 
declarer leads the suit discarded 
by East, wins With dummy's ace, 


Death Recalls Wreck 


Death of Mrs. Jessie Morrice, 
who arrived in New Zealand, as a 
child, on the last voyage of the 
immigrant ship Surat, in 1873, re- 
called to Auckland people the most 
amazing shipwreck in the Domin- 
ion's history.

Pleas of the immigrants for 
a chance to save their lives were 
ignored. Finally, the ship was 
beached and most of them got 
ashore.

were sold 
with the ship, to 
salvagers.
